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Calls for garden CCTV rejected 


ARRESTS have been made for public order and drug 
offences in Dorchester’s Borough Gardens. 

But calls for CCTV in the grounds have been re¬ 
jected by former town Mayor, Tim Harries. 

“It would be a sad and retrograde step and a huge 
waste of money to put in CCTV. We are the most spied 
upon country in the world and it won’t guarantee the 
outcome we want,” he told town councillors. 

But despite police confirmation of the arrests and an 
on-going police operation, including patrols by dogs, 
other town councillors said the majority who used the 
gardens in the evening were behaving themselves.

“We have seen a long report from one police officer, 
with a number of suggestions, including CCTV 
amongst other things, but I walked around there the 
other night and there were a lot of youngsters just talk¬ 
ing and enjoying the sun,” said Councillor Karen Ar- 
mitage. 

Police Inspector Steve Marsh has confirmed that “a 
small number” of arrests had been made and said that 
the problems of anti-social behaviour was being 


caused by a handful of people, who police were aware 
of and had been targeting. 

Other councillors were keen to praise the gardens 
and the amount of use they were getting. 

Councillor Tim Harries said that exercise equipment 
and new table tennis table were all proving popular 
although he had declined to give them a go “on health 
and safety grounds” while Councillor Viv Allan 
praised the repairs to the clock. 

“It’s lovely to see the gardens being used so much 
by people of all ages,” said Mayor Councillor Stella 
Jones. 


Inconsistent road signs are driving councillor mad! 


HOW far is it between Dorchester and Bridport? 

Either 17,16 or even 11 miles according to the High¬ 
ways Agency - and a year after the mistakes were first 
pointed out by Dorchester councillor Trevor Jones 
nothing has been done about it. 

The senior Dorchester councillor is also smarting 
that the Agency decided it was “not appropriate” to 
meet and talk to him about the incorrect signs and oth¬ 
ers on the A35 which Mr Jones says are misleading. 

The councillor, who lives close to the bypass, first 
spotted the errors shortly after new signs were put up 
at the time of last year’s Olympic sailing events in 
Weymouth. 

His attention was first drawn to the sign at the Sta¬ 
dium Roundabout, close to the Dorchester FC ground, 
which claims Bridport is just 11 miles away. Yet half 
a mile back at the junction with the Broadmayne Road 
it is 16, and further eastwards still, at the Kingston 
Maurward roundabout it is 17 miles. 

Councillor Jones also says that the signs on the ap¬ 
proach to Dorchester are also confusing. Coming into 
the town on the A35 from the east the town is sign¬ 
posted to the right, followed shortly after by a sign 
which says it is straight on. 

Travelling down the bypass in a westerly direction 
Dorchester is not signposted at all on the junction with 


the Broadmayne Road yet this would be the closest 
junction for tourists wanting to see Max Gate, William 
Barnes Cottage or, arguably, to get to Hardy’s Cottage 
at Bockhampton. 

At the Stadium Roundabout drivers coming from the 
west will find Dorchester signed to the left and Wey¬ 
mouth signed initially to the right, before both are then 
signed straight on. 

“Most people living locally probably won’t even 
have noticed. We know where we are going, but it’s 
tourists coming to the area I am worried about. You 
can imagine a husband and wife together in a car and 
one asks the other for directions only to be told one 
way, and then another!” 

Mr Jones says he was “fobbed off’ when he ap¬ 
proached the Highways Agency about the matter and 
sent a letter which he says ignored the point and was 
couched in terms which rendered it almost meaning¬ 
less. 

“I don’t really care what it says in their manuals. On 
the ground what we have got doesn’t make sense and 
they should sort it out,” said Mr Jones. 

The Agency agree that Mr Jones had been in touch 
and said they were not aware of any safety concerns 
but the matter would be looked at and the Bridport dis¬ 
tance sign which was wrong, corrected.

Steps made to introduce youth council 


DORCHESTER could 
have a Youth Council 
within a year. 

Town councillors have 
backed a move to give 
the town’s young people 
a more formal voice by 
setting up the council, 
initially with volunteers, 
with the idea of holding 
elections at a later date. 

Talks have already 


been held with youth or¬ 
ganisations in the town 
after Mayor Stella Jones 
made it one of her 
pledges to set up the 
Youth Council after 
being elected to the post. 

Town councillors heard 
from Natasha Glenden- 
ing who is one of the 
school representatives on 
Sherborne Town Council 


at their meeting last 
week. 

She told Dorchester 
councillors that in Sher¬ 
borne each of the town’s 
three senior schools sent 
representatives to the 
town council meetings. 
She said that initially 
there had reluctance but 
relationships were better 
now. 


Natasha said she had 
volunteered because she 
felt young people were 
not being listened to or 
taken seriously, some¬ 
thing which she said 
other young people in 
Dorset also believed was 
true wherever they lived. 

Mayor Councillor 
Stella Jones said that in 
Dorchester there had al¬ 


ready been meetings 
about the Youth Council 
with the town youth club 
and Dorchester Youth 
Extra. 

“We are hoping to set 
the Youth Council up in a 
similar way to Sherborne 
and then to move on to 
having elections,” said 
Councillor Jones, “We 
do want to do it quickly, 


or the momentum will 

go-” 

Councillor Mollie Ren¬ 
nie warned that the 
process would have to be 
two-way. She said it had 
been her experience that 
older people often did 
not know how to talk to 
the younger generation 
and were often disre¬ 
spectful.

pointed over the failing of this report to acknowl¬ 
edge sufficiently the huge funding challenge Dorset 
Police faces compared to other forces. I shall continue 
to fight this imbalance and seek to redress the unfair¬ 
ness.. .In relation to frontline posts, the Chief Consta¬ 
ble and I are exploring the potential of releasing more 
officers to the frontline, for example, in the training 
department and in the call handling centres. We are 
both committed to pushing police officers to the front 
line of policing... 

“The Chief Constable and I believe that the work¬ 


force balance must be maintained even in difficult 
economic times.” 

Mr Underhill says both he and the Chief Constable 
remain committed to resisting any attempt to reduce 
the force reserves. 

The force is currently £3million ahead of its required 
savings by 2015. 

“HMIC stated in the report that there is a much 
smaller reduction in the number of PCSOs than for 
other forces. This is a deliberate decision made by the 
Chief and I to reinforce our commitment to PCSOs, 
recognising the huge role they play in neighbourhood 


policing.” 

Mr Underhill has also revealed that plans to work 
with a neighbouring force have also been explored 
should the cuts to Dorset’s police budget have to con¬ 
tinue beyond 2017. The force has already started shar¬ 
ing helicopter costs with neighbours and Dorset no 
longer has a police helicopter based in the county. 

“This report acknowledges the huge work being un¬ 
dertaken to meet the challenges of austerity inside the 
Dorset Force. The Chief Constable and I will not fail 
in delivering these changes, whilst continuing to meet 
the need to drive down crime.” 


Shop-lifting on the rise 

INCIDENTS of shop-lifting and theft in Dorchester 
town centre remain slightly above the levels of last 
year - according to local Police Inspector Steve 
Marsh. 

He said that between May 21st and July 17th 
there had been 28 offences reported - but gener¬ 
ally other crime levels in the town centre were 
down. 

He told town councillors that during the same pe¬ 
riod there had been no domestic burglaries re¬ 
ported - although there had been four burglaries 
in commercial premises including one at a town 
centre cafe where an arrest had followed after DNA 
evidence was left at the scene. 

The Inspector said there had been two shed 
break-ins around the town centre and eight else¬ 
where in the town. 

Sixteen assaults had been reported during the 
period and four arrests for drug offences - all of 
them relating to the Borough Gardens. 

"We have also had an increasing number of calls 
about anti-social behaviour from young drivers in 
cars at the Market car park which could be avoided 
if the area was locked at night," said Mr Marsh. 

He said there had also been arrests in relation to 
distraction burglary offences, including one where 
the victim was an 86-year-old lady from Charmin- 
ster. 

Traffic warden assaulted 

A TRAFFIC warden has been assaulted after an al¬ 
tercation with a driver over parking in Dorchester's 
Icen Way. 

Police Inspector Steve Marsh said the warden was 
assaulted, by being pushed in the chest, while giv¬ 
ing out a ticket. 

His officers were called to the scene but no arrest 
was made and the problem was resolved by both 
parties agreeing to a "community resolution" nego¬ 
tiated between them. 

"But we must warn others that we will come 
down strongly on people who assault or abuse 
public servants going about their jobs," said Inspec¬ 
tor Marsh.

Mollie Rennie, for the West Dorset Women’s Refuge, 
thanked the club for their continued support saying that 
the contribution will fund a Child Support Worker for 
more than three months. 

In her closing address to the club, President Lorraine 
said: “I am delighted that during my year, the club, with 
the support of Rotary Foundation and sister club of 
Rennes du Gueclin, has been able to support a water proj¬ 
ect in Nepal as well as organisations within our local 
community. It demonstrates the rotary theme of ‘we’re 
for communities’ in action.” 

The water supply system for a village in a remote re¬ 
gion of Nepal was funded by contributions from the club 
and from the Rotary Club of Rennes du Guesclin in 
France, as well as a grant from Rotary District 1200 
which covers South West England. 

The village of Gahateri near Dumre in central Nepal 
has a population of 250 living in just 31 houses and sur¬ 
vived by mainly subsistence farming until the installation 
of the new scheme. The old one leaked and often failed 
altogether in the dry season. 

Richard Blackwell of the Okhle Village Trust and 
Brimal Gurung, his local representative in the area, de¬ 
signed and oversaw the project, which was constructed 
by the villagers themselves and who will now take care 
of its maintenance. 

It consists of a large, spring fed, 20,000-litre storage 
tank. The tank in turn feeds three standpipes in the village 
via a 500-meter run of plastic pipe. 

Rotarian, Richard Brind of the Casterbridge Club, is 
due to visit the completed project later in the year on a 
fact-finding trip. He said: “My club are keen to explore 
the possibilities of further ventures in Nepal using the ex¬ 
perience we have gained and the contacts we have made 
this time. 

“It is already clear that the regular supply of clean fresh

The crossing is expected to be closed until 7am on 
Wednesday, August 7th. Diversions will be signed. 

Council to pay living wage 

Dorchester Town Council has agreed to link its 
staff pay with the national 'living wage' - a rate 
higherthan the minimum wage. 

The agreement will involve reviewing salaries 
against the living wage benchmark on a six 
monthly basis and will come into effect in Octo¬ 
ber. 

"We have done the right thing by out lowly paid 
staff," said town policy committee chairman Cllr 
Trevor Jones after a unanimous vote in favour of 
the change at last week's full town council meet¬ 
ing.

All creatures great and small are 
expected at Dorset County Show 


ORGANISERS of this year’s Dorset 
County Show estimate that more than 
2,500 animals will be on show this 
year. 

The two-day show, which starts on 
Saturday, September 7th, is the only 
agricultural show in the South West 
to fall over a weekend, was first 
formed in 1841 with visitor numbers 
during the two days peaking at its 
highest ever last year at 60,000. 

According to the show secretary, 
Sam Mackenzie-Green, the secret of 
the show’s success is its carefully 
balanced mix of ingredients: “We are 
first and foremost an agricultural 
show, getting a diverse range of ani¬ 
mals in big quantities to the show- 
ground is the priority. We now host a 
number of prestigious livestock com¬ 
petitions and championships which 
makes the show important to breed¬ 
ers and means that entries to some 
livestock classes are growing by 15 
per cent year on year. 

“This year, we estimate that 2,500 
animals will pass through the gate, 
that's 800 more than five-years-ago. 
And there will be all creatures great 
and small for the public to see - from 


massive burly bulls to miniature rab¬ 
bits.” 

Main ring attractions this year in¬ 
clude Kangaroo Kid Matt Coulter, 
from Australia who will be perform¬ 
ing white knuckle ride stunts on his 
Quad Bike. 

Other changes include a bigger 
Dorset food hall where stand space 
sold out in early May. 

The Homecraft Marquee is taking 
on a carnival theme this year. Nicki 
Ralph, the organiser, is confident that 
her devoted followers from all differ¬ 
ent age groups will rise spectacularly 
to the challenge: “They always 
amaze me with their creativity. 

“The theme’s quite broad but it’s 
certainly going to be colourful. For 
those who need some inspiration, 
perhaps some bunting, a head dress 
made from colourful feathers, a mask 
or a celebration cake. 

“Carnival is about revelry, merry¬ 
making and feasting so inject some 
fun to whatever you’re making.”

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Dorset remains safe...even with the lights off 


DORSET Police is monitoring the effect of switching 
off street lighting on crime levels - with early indica¬ 
tions showing no link to increases in crime as a result 
of lights being switched off in selected areas. 

In some areas of Dorset, street lights are now switched 
off between lam and 6.30am, or an hour earlier in win¬ 
ter. Concerns were raised by some members of the pub¬ 
lic that this would lead to an increase in crime. 

Monitoring carried out to date has shown no link be¬ 
tween lights being switched off and changes in crime 
and disorder levels. 

Deputy Chief Constable, James Vaughan, said: “We 
take the concerns of our communities very seriously and 
have worked together with our local authority partners 
in Dorset County Council to closely monitor the areas 
where street lights have been switched off in case of any 
changes in crime levels. 


“I’m pleased to say that we have found there has been 
no link to an increase in crime, which I hope will offer 
some reassurance to residents. 

“We do understand that people can feel less safe when 
street lights are off and we will continue to work to¬ 
gether with partners to monitor crime levels. Dorset 
County Council has agreed to reconsider street lighting 
in cases where crime is seen to increase or where there 
are local crime and disorder issues that need particular 
focus.” 

Latest figures show that crime in Dorset is at a 15-year 
low - with total crime down 11 per cent on last year. 

Deputy Chief Constable, James Vaughan continued: 
“Dorset remains one of the safest places to live in the 
UK and crime and anti-social behaviour are falling 
faster than the national average. Some of our rural towns 
have the lowest levels of crime anywhere in England 


and Wales.” 

Police and Crime Commissioner, Martyn Underhill, 
said: “It is important that we listen to concerns ex¬ 
pressed by the public, when they feel they are at risk of 
crime, which is why I asked the force to produce this 
study. 

“I am pleased that the analysis has shown that there is 
no correlation between crime levels and changes to 
street lighting and trust that this finding provides reas¬ 
surance to the public.” 

Hilary Cox, Dorset County Council's Cabinet member 
for Environment, said: “We welcome the evidence from 
the police about our part-night lighting programme. It 
is reassuring that the scheme, which does make savings, 
has not caused an increase in crime. The scheme has 
been strongly supported by those who want to reduce 
the amount of light pollution in our night skies.”

The team ensures that visit-dorset.com remains 
competitive by making the best use of available 
technology. 

An official Dorset Visitor app for iPhone and An¬ 
droid devices is free to download and the team 
manages an active social media campaign on Face- 
book and Twitter to spread the word about every¬ 
thing the county has to offer. 

ITV drama Broadchurch, starring David Tennant 
and Olivia Colman, which was filmed in and around 
Bridport and West Bay and screened earlier this year, 
had a dramatic impact on the number of visitors to 
visit-dorset.com. 

The team used the success of the drama to carry 
out a range of marketing campaigns and these were 
supported by local tourism businesses who offered 
competition prizes for short breaks to the area. 

During the early part of 2013, the tourism team 
also worked with the national tourist board, Vis- 
itEngland, to make the most of a national marketing 
campaign to encourage Brits to holiday at home. 

This was the first year of a multi-million pound, 
three-year project and Dorset featured in three cam¬ 
paigns to promote Rural Breaks, Coastal Escapes and 
the Great English Seaside. 

The county has done exceptionally well so far and 
was the top performing destination within the 
Coastal Escapes campaign out of six destinations 
taking part.

Town can now return to 
normal after tough year 


W ITH the re-opening of 
the Beaminster Tunnel 
this week, Beaminster 
is looking forward to returning 
to its bustling self. It’s been a 
tough year. 

There was no fanfare marking 
the opening, only a simple drive- 
through after the completion of 
works by Dorset County Council 
which have taken the best part of 
the year, longer than expected 
but necessary nonetheless. 

The circumstances surrounding 
the closure of the tunnel were far 
too tragic to mark the occasion 


in no more than a dignified dec¬ 
laration that Beaminster is back 
on the map and open for busi¬ 
ness. 

The town, of course, has always 
been open for business during 
the past 12 difficult months. But 
the closure of the A3066, the 
main link between West Dorset 
and South Somerset, for such a 
long time has had a real impact 
on local trade. 

But Beaminster has a reputa¬ 
tion for pulling together, espe¬ 
cially in difficult times, and the 
past year has certainly proved 


that the town’s community spirit 
has never been more vibrant. 

The tragedy which claimed two 
lives brought the town into the 
national spotlight but as always 
the people of Beaminster reacted 
with dignity. 

County councillor Rebecca 
Knox summed up the feeling of 
the town when she commented 
after the opening: “It’s a real re¬ 
lief for everybody. The commu¬ 
nity have just been looking 
forward to this day for over a 
year now, but have understood 
that it had to be restored safely.”

Council needs to make savings 

DORSET County Council is almost £1 million short of 
its savings target for the current financial year - with 
a warning that it will need to save at least £13million 
a year for the next two years. 

The council needs to save £16.5million by the end 
of the financial year in April 2014, but is currently 
£940,000 adrift. 

But the savings target of £13.5million in 2014/15 
and £13.1 million in 2015/16 are based on an annual 
council tax increase of two per cent. If councillors de¬ 
cide to hold council tax levels extra savings of 
£1.8million will be needed each year. 

Councillors have been told that they are likely to 
have to decide on savings for at least five years.

It's also the UK's 
most affordable new diesel car. 

The 1.2 Laureate, is forecast to be 
worth an impressive 36% after three 
years - a stonking 6% more than 
Skoda's Fabia 1.2 12V SE, and a whop¬ 
ping 8% more than a Suzuki Swift SZ3 
1 . 2 . 

Put it another way, the Swift has a 
P11D value of £12,444, but is forecast 
to lose £8,919 over three years/60,000 
miles. If you bought the Dacia Sandero 
1.2 Laureate instead, you'd be better 
off to the tune of almost £4,000 after 
three years. That's easily enough cash 
left over to treat the loved ones to a 
sun-drenched fortnight in Spain.

The latest good news for Europe's 
fastest-growing car brand comes only 
weeks after it launched its latest two 
models, Sandero Stepway and the 
five-seat estate, Logan MCV across the 
UK. Duster has already received a 
glowing endorsement from CAP and, 
with over 4,000 orders already this 
year, is taking the nation by storm too. 
The rest of the range now looks set to 
follow. 

Commenting on the latest "good 
news", Dacia UK Marketing Director, 
Phil York, said: "It's only a few months 
since the Dacia Duster SUV got a glow¬ 
ing endorsement from the people 
who forecast future used car values, 
yet already we're celebrating the same 
for the second car in the range. 

"We always knew that a cracking 
entry price of only £5,995 would get 
Brits through the showroom door in 
their droves.

Paralympic World Championships 


Blake in the medals again whilst Neill grabs a bronze 


PAUL Blake just failed to make it double 
gold in the World Paralympic Champi¬ 
onships in Lyon on Friday when he was 
beaten in theT36 400m by his great Russ¬ 
ian rival Evgenii Shvetcov who completed 
a hat-trick having already won the 100m 
and 200m titles. 

Blake won the 800m gold on Monday 
and was hoping to retain the shorter dis¬ 
tance title he won in Christchurch, New 
Zealand two years ago. 

But unlike his victory over another Russ¬ 
ian Artem Areyev earlier in the week 
where he had the stronger finishing 
speed, he was unable to prevent Shvetcov 
moving away in the final 50m to take the 
race in 56:27 with Blake in silver position 
in 56:72. 

Blake told View Sport: "The race went to 
plan to be fair. 

"Because it was really windy and I knew 
that we would be turning into the head¬ 
wind over the last 120m, I wanted to con¬ 
serve some energy for that and didn't 
want to go out fast as I did in the 800m." 

Blake did kick for home and pulled out a 


small lead but the powerful Russian eased 
past him for a comfortable victory. 

"I tried to kick but I knew Shvetcov was 
there just trailing on my back. I gave my 
all but unfortunately he beat me again." 

Another local athlete competing in her 
first major championship also brought 
back a medal to Dorset. 

Holly Neill from Chantmarle, near 
Dorchester won a bronze in the T41 
Women's Discus on Thursday with a throw 
of 21.54m. Tunisia's Raoua Tlili won the 
gold with 27.84m with another Tunisian 
Fathia Amaimia just pipping the 23-year- 
old to silver with 21.70m. 

Neill, who is coached by Andrew Roda at 
Yeovil College, has a PB of around a metre 
more, but conditions in Lyon were tricky. 

She was delighted with her medal which 
she secured with her third throw, and told 
View Sport: "I'm absolutely delighted. I 
have competed at junior level but this was 
my first major championships, so to pick 
up a bronze is brilliant." 

Meanwhile, Blake returned to the UK 
late on Saturday in time to take part in the 


Anniversary Games at the Olympic Sta¬ 
dium on Sunday where he competed in 
the T36/37 800m. 

This was always going to be a test for the 
23-year old from Charlton Down as he was 
taking on the Olympic and World T37 
Champion Michael McKillop from Ireland 
and silver medallist Brad Scott from Aus¬ 
tralia in a field of five. 

The more abled McKillop and Scott took 
the race out from the start but Blake 
stayed in touch throughout. 

Although the leading pair pulled away 
slightly towards the finish, McKillop win¬ 
ning in 1:58:65 followed by Scott (2:03:25), 
Blake ran an excellent race finishing in 
2:07:63, IV 2 seconds down on his best 
which he ran in Lyon setting a champi¬ 
onship record. 

"I took it out pretty hard and I think I 
went through 400m quicker than I did in 
Lyon, but my back was killing me from rac¬ 
ing in France and the travelling, but as it 
was my last race of the season, I decided 
to enjoy it and went for it and was quite 
pleased with the result."

Weymouth failed to clear a throw-in down near the 
right hand corner and the ball found Max Buckler 10 
yards out from the near post, who coolly brought 
the ball down before side footing it across and be¬ 
yond Matthews high up his left. 

However, Weymouth restored their lead within a 
minute when from the kick off the ball was played 
into the near post. 

The ball somehow went through a melee of play¬ 
ers and struck the base of the post before rebound¬ 
ing to the feet of sub, assistant manager Matt 
Groves, a yard out, who bundled it over the line. 

Weymouth picked up their game again following 
this, and after Filkins had done well to hold Chainey's 
20-yard shot he produced a magnificent save to pre¬ 
vent triallist Ben Wood adding a third. 

The ex-Bideford midfielder's superb 25-yard curl¬ 
ing right foot shot was heading for the top corner, 
but Filkins got across to tip the ball onto the angle 
of the goalframe and behind for a corner. 

Senior was pleased with his charges performance 
saying: "I thought it was a good workout for both 
teams.

BRIDPORT were brought down to earth following a 
good pre-season to date with a disappointing per¬ 
formance at St Mary's in the inaugural Bridport and 
Chard Chairman's Challenge Cup. 

The Robins were much sharper in the first half and 


deservedly led 2-0 at the break. They added a third 
soon after the interval before the Bees broke the 
shackles midway through the second half with two 
quick goals, but they couldn't find an equaliser. 

Bridport could not get to grips with ex-South 
Petherton striker Richard Hebditch who was out¬ 
standing down the Chard right side; repeatedly cut¬ 
ting the Bees defence open with electric speed and 
control especially in the first-half.

inside the near post. 

A fit Sam Charles, still finding his form and strength 
after a long layoff, might have equalised five min¬ 
utes later, but could only get his toe to a right wing 
cross and the ball flew high and wide.

Bridport were being forced back by Chard running 
power and following another great run by Hebditch, 
Benjani stretching to meet his cross put the ball over 
the top. 

It looked like Legg might have equalised on 40 
minutes with a 25-yard curling shot destined for the 
top right corner after neatly sidestepping a tackle, 
but Jason Hutchings got across well to push it away.

Within a minute Ryan Dovell broke through on the 


left and calmly drew Jason Hutchings before driving 
his shot under and beyond him to bring the Bees 
within a goal of their opponents. 

Despite their pressure in the final minutes, the Bees 
could not engineer an equaliser, and it was Chard 
who might and should have sealed the game with a 
chance nine minutes from time. 

Matt Condliffe slipped on the now very greasy sur¬ 
face allowing Benjani a free run on goal, but as Sam 
Filkins raced out of his penalty area to close him 
down, he too slipped over. 

There followed a number of miskicks on both sides 
before the danger was cleared.
